Management 
said it could find “no justifica- 
tion” for the wage increase or for 
14 other contract changes request- 
ed by the union. 

The company proposed that the 
1949 contract be extended for a 
year, asserting that progressive 
pay increases provided by this 
agreement would bring the work- 
ers rises averaging 5 cents an 
hour. Management contends that 
this agreement is still in force 
because formal notice of termina- 
tion has not been given, but the 
union disputes this. 

Company Stand on Arbitration. 

In rejecting impartial arbritra- 
tion as proposed by the confer- 
ence of six Governors, manage- 
ment said: “The company cannot 
agree to any method of arbitra- 
tion or fact-finding outside of 
those established by law for that

. FOR CHILD DEATHS 


LONDON, dan. 6 (UP) -— The 
Medical Journal, The Lancet, said 
today that overdoses of anti-hista- 
mine drugs, widely used for the 
treatment of colds, have killed 
several British children. It said 
the poisons board of the British 
Home office would be asked to 
bar the sale of the drugs except 
on prescription. 

“We know that already several 
children in Britain have died 
through eating tablets prepared 
from anti-histamines,” The Lancet 
said. It said the pills had been 
eaten as candy. 

The Lancet said a large per- 
centage of persons using. anti- 
histamine preparations showed 
some toxic effect, even when the 
drug was taken in moderation. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 6 (UP)— 
The Food and Drug Administra- 
tion said today that in “thousands 
upon thousands” of investigations 
it has run across only one death 
known to be attributable to anti- 
histamine drugs. 

The one death, Associate Com- 
missioner George P. Larrick said, 
was of a child who ate a bottle of 
anti-histamine pills which hac 
been prescribed for the young-. 
ster’s mother.

‘“This man,” Richard related, 
“proposed that a group of four 
men be allowed to control punch- 
boards in Miami Beach. Only 


one of the four was involved in 


gambling; he had something to 
do with manufacturing punch- 
boards. The others were business 
men. 

“My caller said the punch- 
board business would net at 
least $750,000 a year but pro- 
bably more. The manner in 
which “it would be worked | 
would be for the income to be 
divided into fifths, with one 
fifth allotted to me, but with 
no one knowing about it. :

Britain was the fourth nation 
outside the Russian orbit to recog- 
nize the Chinese Communist Gov- 
ernment. fhdia and Pakistan, 
both members of the British Com- 
monwealth, and Burma already 
had taken that step. The list 
was added to today when Ceylon 
followed Britain’s lead in extend- 
ing recognition. : 

The Foreign Office said it had 
formally advised Communist 
China’s Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs, Chou En-lai, of its desire 
to establish diplomatic relations. 

The Foreign Office| announce- 
ment said a note handed Chou 
En-lai by the British consul gen- 
eral in Peiping offered to ex- 
change diplomatic representatives 
with the Peiping Government.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 6—The

today. Only a “token” American 
delegation will survive the re- 
organization. 

The move means all thought of 
attaining international control of 
atomic energy now or in the) 
foreseeable future has been aban- 
doned.. It implies that any effort 
to eliminate threat of atomic war 
by, abolishing atom bombs must 
be' delegated to agencies con- 
cerned with universal disarma-| 
ment, now as equally frustrated 
as the United Nations Atomic 
Commission. 

‘Part-Time’ Basis. 

Frederick L. Osborn, successor 
to Bernard M. Baruch as leader 
of the American delegation to the 
commission, arrived here yester- 
day for a closed-door discussion 
of State Department plans for dis- 
mantling the U.N. atom negotiat- 
ing machinery. He will probably 
remain available on a “part-time” 
basis so the mission be nom-| 
inally existent at Lake Success. 

It is expected that John L. 
Hickerson, assistant for U.N. af-.

Contrary to persistent but un- 
founded reports that the United 
States had relaxed the “stand-pat 
atom policy” to méet new Soviet 
concessions since disclosure that 
Russia shared the bomb secret, 
it may be asserted with authority 
that the positions of both nations 
are unaltered.

Sale of Hampton Village, huge 
shopping and office center at 
Hampt@n avenue and Chippewa 
street, in a multi-million-dollar 
deal was announced today. 

Purchasers are William Zeck- 
endorf of New York, a dealer in 
large real estate holdings, and 
Sidney Salomon Jr. of St. Louis,

The exact purchase price was 
not announced, but it was re- 
ported the deal involved about

Basis for Rise in Pro- 
duction, President As- 
serts — For Vigorous 
Action on Housing.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 6—Presi- 
dent Truman, filling in the dee 
tails of his picture of a trillion- 
dollar national production 50 
years hence, told Congress today 
that this country can achieve an 
annual output of more than 300 
billion dollars in 1954 if the na- 
tional economy can be kept 

steadily expanding. 

“We have not yet reached the 
point of fully employing our re- 
sources,” he said. 

In his annual economic report 
(called for by the 1946 Employ- 
ment Act) the President. asserted 
that “our economic situation to« 
day is good, and it can be made 
better.” 

“Unifying Principles.” 

Giving the “unifying principles 
for action” in the immediate fu- 
ture, he said: 

“An expanding population and 

an increasing productive labor 
force require constantly expand- 
ing employment opportunities and 
steadily rising levels of invest- 
ment and consumption. Within 
five years, we can achieve an an- 
nual output in excess of 300 bil- 
lion dollars. , 
“The gain An national income 
would be equal to an average of 
nearly $1000 for every family in 
the United States. This would 
greatly improve standards of liv- 
ing. It would go far toward our 
goal of the complete elimination 
of poverty. It would provide em- 
ployment opportunities for about 
64 million workers. 

“Such prospects are not fanci- 
ful. They are based on our long- 
term record of achievement, in- 
cluding some years when we did 
not use fully our resources of 
plant, managerial skills and laber 
force. And today, we are better 
equipped with these resources 
than ever before.” 

Necessary to Move Now. 

It is necessary, Truman con- 
tinued, to begin to move in that 
direction now; 

“Our immediate goal for 1950.” 
he said, “should be to regain 
maximum employment. This re- 
quires the reduction of unem- 
ployment to the minimum level 
consistent with labor mobility in 


i 


a free economy. 

“We should strive this year to 
reduce unemployment from 3,500.- 
000 to 2,000,000 or 2,500,000 at 
most. This would mean about 61.- 
000,000 civilian jobs. It would 
mean stepping up our national 
output by about 7 per cent above 
the 1949 total. These are our ob- 
jectives under the Employment 
Act. If we put forth sufficient ef- 
fort, we can reach these objec- 
tives before the year’s end.” 

The President's report today 
was in distinct contrast with his 
similar message a year ago, when 
he said that his requested four 
billion dollars in additional taxes 
could be taken out of corporation 
earnings. At that time he said 
corporation profits were too high.

KIDNAPED, LEFT 


Man Who Found Dyna- 
mite in Union Building

DETROIT, Jan. 6 (AP)—The 
watchman who found a dynamite 
charge planted last month at the 
CIO United Auto Workers head- 
quarters was abducted early to- 
day and dumped, alive, by the 
River Rouge. 

He was found this morning, 
trussed up and suffering from ex- 
posure three and a half hours aft- 
er he was seized. 

The watchman, William Thomas, 
58 years old, told police two men 
grabbed him at 5 o'clock and 
drove away with him in. a car. 

Doctors at Wayne County Hos- 
pital said he was temporarily in 
serious condition. 

Thomas said he was walking on 
a downtown street when he was 


seized. The abductors tied his 
hands and feet and placed a loop 
of rope around his neck, he said. 

Thomas was night watchman at 
the UAW three-story internation- 
al headquarters here the night of 
Dec. 20 when unknown plotters 
placed 39 sticks of dynamite out- 
side the building. The charge did 
not explode. 

He spotted the dynamite ina 
little-used stair well leading to 
the basement. 

Police believe the dynamite at- 
tempt was part of a plot against 
the UAW connected with the 
shootings of Walter and Victor 
Reuther. 

Walter Reuther said be believed 
it possible that Communists are 
involved. 

Only a few hours before the 
abduction, Thomas submitted to a 
lie detector test at Detroit police 
headquarters. After the test, 
Chief of Detectives Jack Harvill 
said he was convinced Thomas 
was telling the truth about how 
he found dynamite. 

Police called the watchman in 
for questioning after they learned 
he had been absent from his 
rooming house from Dec. 27 to 
Wednesday night. Thomas ex- 
plained he had some time 
off, which he spent visiting 
friends. 

Police were questioning Thomas 
at the hospital, but officers had 
no immediate report on what he 
had to say. 

When the watchman was found 
at 8:22 o’clock, a rope was still 
around his feet, the loop was 
around his neck and there were 
rope burns on his wrists. .

The legislation, on which Kar- 
sten has been working for some 
weeks, would include in its scope 
all employes of the executive, 
legislative and judicial branches 
of the Government, as well as 
Senators and Representatives. 

Slight Chance for Bill. 

Karsten said it seemed wrong 
to him for the Federal Govern- 
ment to pay a pension to a per- 
son who had proved unfaithful to 
his trust, and that he felt the tax- 
payers’ money, as expended by the 
civil service system, should be 
safeguarded. He thought the leg- 
islation would promote a sense of 
responsibility. 

Chances for enactment of the 
bill do not appear too bright. Few 
Representatives could afford to 
vote against it if it came to the 
floor, but the idea is not a popu- 
lar one and efforts might be made 
to keep the bill in committee. It

American intervention here. 

All senior Nationalist officials 
refused to comment c.i the Presi- 
dent’s statement. 

However, there was no nistak- 
ing Truman's statement caused 
concern and dismay. It convinced 
the Nationalists the United States 
is not going to change the judg-. 
ment passed in the State Depart- 
ment’s “White Paper” on China. 

It left them with the sad real- 
ization they can count only on 
themselves to hold Formosa, _ 

The Nationalists were not com- 
pletely cut off the United 
States, however. 

The Economic Co-operation Ad- 
ministration branch here an- 
nounced it would release $5,500,- 
000 worth of commodities during 
January in an effort to stabilize 
the market and control prices. 

Right after Truman's statement 
was received here, Nationalist 
P-51s went out and bombed 
Shanghai’s Lunghwa Airfield. Air 
Force headquarters here said 
Central Air Transportation Corp. 
installations at Lunghwa were de- 
stroyed. 

Communist defense works in 
two of the Red iSlands in the Chu 
San group, 100 miles southeast of 
Shanghai, were bombed.

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Lowered Pounds Into More Dollars 


Devaluation of the British pound has turned 
out to be a:dollar gold mine for Great Britain, 
temporarily at least. Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer Sir Stafford Cripps has announced an 
increase of $263,000,000 in Britain’s dangerously 
low gold réserves during the three months since 
devaluation. 


This is promising news which ought to be as 
welcome in the United States as in Britain. But 
it still remains to be seen whether the benefits 
of devaluation are not more apparent than real. 

For one’ thing, Sir Stafford pointed out that 
thuch of the increase could be attributed to final 
consummation of sales of British goods which 
had been held up by the premature rumors of 
devaluation last summer.

While local construction codes ostensibly protect occupants, they 
are used to protect wasteful practices, writer says; their diversity

Twin houses recently were built, one on 
each side of the line that divides two 
Long .Island towns. In one house the par- 
titions were built of panels of ‘pre- 
hardened plaster board, fire-resistant, 
mass-produced and erected at a cost of a 
few hours of labor. The other house, a 
stone’s throw away, had partitions of lath 
and plaster, built the slow way by highly 
skilled labor. Two building codes were 
in conflict. 

One v e code permits dry-wall con- 
struction, e other demands wet-wall 
The difference in cost in a 
five-room house on Long Island is some- 
thing like $250 or mote, largely for labor. 

This is just one illustration of the sense- 
less tangle of building codes enforced by 
more than 2000 American towns and cities. 
The codes strangle progress in the build- 
ing industry. anufacturers of materials 
and ss cannot standardize their prod- 
ucts and get the economy of mass produc- 
tion, because they’ have to make a score 
of sizes, designs and models to obey the 
varying regulations of different localities. 

This is one reason that homes cost too 
much. Another reason is that hundreds 
of codes are out of date and thus prevent 
or delay the use of anything new—and 
there are scores of new things in the 
building industry, most of them designed 
to save the home builder money. 


Despair to the Enterprising 


The situation has been a scandal and a 
source of despair to progressive builders 
and manufacturers for years. Many of the 
regulations seem based on pure whim. One

A Common-Sense Code 


The Building Officials Conference of 
America an to evolve, four years ago, 
a new of uniform code—the “per- 
formance code.” A performance code, ad- 
vocated since the 1920s by the Govern- 
— demands only that a building ma- 
terfal “perform” according to a prescribed 
stand A wall, for instance, must resist 
fire for at least 45 minutes, whatever it 
may be made of. 

Any material, old or new, which meets 
the required standard becomes automati- 
cally acceptable. A real performance code 
could never be out-dated and would never 
ri tet revision. Its simple performance 
req ments keep it abreast of latest im- 
provements as they arise. 

But today the country’s local codes are 
mainly “specification codes.” They specify 
precisely the kind of materials which can. 
be used, and the exact sizes and amounts 
of those materials; and materials not men- 
tioned are not used. To keep a specifica- 
tion code current would a revision 
at least once every three years, at great 


expense. 

"The National Association of Home 
Builders, composed mostly of “merchant 
builders” who will erect this year some 80 
per cent of the nation’s new houses, has 
approved the B.O.C.A. code, and its 130 
local associations have set up committees 
to work for its adoption by communities.

CARPENTER IS ON more familiar ground when he talks 
about City Hall business. While he hopes and believes the earnings 
tax bill will pass at Jefferson City, .he realizes the city must ‘be 
repared for its failure.

3. Never, as Vandenberg point- 
ed out, has there been the slight- 
est attempt to put any kind of 
restraint or gag on debate. While 
he did not say so, he might have 
called attention to the fact that 
on several occasions Watkins has 
talked hour after hour, going to 
such lengths that the Senate floor 
was virtually deserted for several 
days. 

The conflict over foreign policy 
in the Republican party is com- 
plicated by China. Some Repub- 
licans seem eager to punish the 
State Department for sins of 
omission. and commission in Asia 
even though this may mean that 
they will help the old-fashioned 
isolationists.

After North checked on South's 
aces, via four no-trump—before 
that, North had to allow for the 
chance that South’s clubs were 
king-high—the grand slam appar- 
ently became irresistible. North 
hoped, of course, that South had 
no more than one spade. 

West opened the spade king. 
Dummy’s ace was put up—and 
South must have breathed a sigh 
of relief when East did not ruff, 
since West easily could have had 
a seven-card suit. 

Declarer’s problem was, of 
course, crystal clear. He could 
‘discard one of dummy’s spades on 
his own third heart, and another 
on a top club, but it would be 
vital to establish the club ten for 
the discard of dummy’s last 
spade. The question was: what 
was the best chance to establish 
that club? By finessing the jack 
through East? By cashing the 
two tops and ruffing a _ third 
round, in hope that the queen 
would drop? Or—by a different 
method? 

South appraised West's vulner- 
able spade overcall. Surely, he 
had a six-card suit, but even so, 
he would have had his neck out 
“a mile” with nothing else in his 
hand! Thus, there was a strong 
possibility that he had the club 
queen, Acting on that analysis, 
South drew East’s trumps, cashed 
the three heart tricks, discarding 
a spade from dummy, then ran 
the rest of the trumps. When 
only three cards remained, West 
Was squeezed—he had to surren- 
der the high spade; or unguard 
his club queen. 
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Answer: To do as she asks is the best answer. For that 
matter, in this day of first name calling by almost everyone, — 
none but the fastidious are likely to notice,
